Guard beaten to death 
in Soledad prison 


SOLEDAD (UPI) — An unarmed guard was beaten to death Friday night at 
Sprawling Soledad Prison, where three prisoners were killed earlier this 
week. 
John V. Mills, 26, apparently was attacked by inmates in a housing wing 
of the prison and died a short time later at the prison hospital from head 
injuries. 
The 3,000 inmates were locked in their cells to “secure” the prison, 100 
miles south of San Francisco. 
Last Tuesday, another guard, O.G. Miller, shot and killed three prisoners 
to break up a fight among 16 maximum security inmates in a different part 
of the prison. 
Since then, several hundred black prisoners have gone on a hunger strike, 
demanding,a federal investigation of the incident. 
Monterey County District Attorney Bertram N. Young Friday said it was 
probably “ justified homicide by a public officer in the performance of his 
duty. ” He said the investigation was continuing. 
A Soledad spokesman said that a guard in a corridor of the central “me­ 
dium security” part of the prison noticed Friday night that the wing officer 
was missing. He summoned help and went into the wing where they found 
Mills lying on the floor. 
The spokesman said the 75 men in the housing unit all were in their cells 
when Mills was found. He said they were being questioned intensively.

LAGOS 
(UPI) — Nigeria opened 
a 
diplomatic 
offensive 
and a massive 
aid drive today to consolidate the fed­

government victory that crushed 
rebellion in Biafra and ended Africa’s 
bloodiest civil war. 
Government officials 
said U.N. Sec­ 
retary 
General Thant would arrive in 
Lagos Sunday for talks 
with Nigerian 
chief Maj. Gen. Yakubu 
Gowon and a 
possible visit to the defeated region of 
Biafra. 
An official spokesman 
said federal 
agencies were feeding 700,000 persons 
a day and the Lagos 
government was 
confident it could end starvation among 
Biafran refugees this month. 
First shipments of aid since govern­ 
ment forces crushed the secessionist

for Nigeria. 
Diplomatic 
sources 
said 
Thant’s 
visit 
with Gowon 
was designed to as­

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The final vote 
on the controversial issue of tuition at 
the University of California was put 
off a month by the regents Friday after 
Gov. Ronald Reagan and UC President 
Charles J. Hitch 
introduced separate 
plans into consideration. 
Both proposals 
generally would re­ 
sult in sim ilar 
costs to the students. 
However, under Hitch’s plan, the tu i-: 
tion money would be added to regular) 
state support funds. The governor’s pro-'’ 
posal would result in the lowering of 
state support of the university by the 
amount of tuition income. 
Reagan 
submitted his proposal fol­ 
lowing a report by Hitch, in which he 
recommended a straight tuition for all, 
first increasing the present 
$300 per 
year fee to $480 in 1970-71 and then up- 
ping it to $660 in 1971-72. 
The governor, 
meanwhile, 
called 
for higher charges for graduates than 
undergraduates, 
with all students hav­ 
ing a choice between immediate or de­ 
ferred payment. 
Reagan 
suggested a tuition 
for un­ 
dergraduates of $480 next year and $525 
in 1970-71. 
For graduates, whose edu­ 
cation 
is more expensive, he called 
for a fee of $660 next year and $750 
in 1970-71. 
Because of the different suggestions 
for handling the funds under tne two 
plans, 
Hitch’s 
would be of greater fi­ 
nancial 
benefit to the university. Hitch 
said the funds should be divided equally 
to meet the “ urgent needs” of campus 
construction and student financial aid. 
Later, Hitch told newsmen he thought 
Reagan’s proposal might be designed 
merely to take a set amount of money 
from the students and reduce the state’s 
support by an equal 
amount. If so, he 
said, he could not support it. 
T7ie president also criticized the de­ 
ferred 
tuition 
plan for not providing 
full funds immediately. 
“ It looks to me like an open-ended 
contribution to the general fund,” Hitch 
said. “ I do not see how it is going to 
contribute to solving the problems of 
student financial 
aid and campus con­ 
struction.”

expected to stay 
in Ni­ 
geria two or three days, officials said. 
They said details of his activities be­ 
yond 
talks with Gowon were uncertain 
so far, but that he might visit 
battle­ 
fronts. 
The government told the corps of 150

The weatherman prom ised still more 
rain tonight and Sunday for Northern 
Californians, 
already plagued with the 
w orst prolonged 
storm of the winter. 
Torrential 
rains 
brought rivers to 
flood stage and triggered rock slides 
while high winds 
blasted the northern 
coast for the second Friday in a row. 
At least six deaths have been attributed 
to the storm , including 
four fatalities 
on rain-slick highways. 
The rain was forecast to begin again 
tonight and continue through Sunday as 
far south as King City and Merced with 
heavy rain at tim es. Mild tem peratures 
w ere expected to continue. 
The Russian 
River spilled over its 
banks at Guerneville after cresting at 
36 feet, four feet over flood stage. Sum­ 
m er cabins, sm all businesses and trail­ 
e rs along the banks were flooded. 
Several 
hundred 
residents 
along 
the river fled to higher ground. At the 
height of the flooding, four feet of water 
covered Highway 116 
in Guerneville. 
Schools in the area wee closed. 
Gordon M iller, flood control director 
at Guerneville, 
feared 
severe flood­ 
ing if the rains continue today as pre­ 
dicted. 
“ Things will get pretty bad if another 
storm 
comes 
in early,” 
he said. 
“ T here’s noplace for the water to go. 
The ground is saturated.” 
At 
Healdsburg, 
the Russian River 
crested 
at 31 feet, 12 feet above flood 
stage, and minor flooding was reported. 
The rain-swollen 
Navarro River in 
Mendocino 
County backed up high wat­ 
e r in its tributaries 
closing Highway 
128 
in several 
spots between Clover- 
dale and Fort Bragg. 
The Napa River was reported three feet 
below flood stage and rising. 
The Eel 
River crested above flood stage at Mi­ 
randa, Fernbridge and Scotia. 
Hardest hit in the central valley was 
F resno where nearly two inches of rain 
triggered flooding. 
Many 
residences 
and businesses were sandbagged against 
rising waters. 
In East Oakland, 
a major landslide 
was feared on a hillside 
which has 
moved two feet during a week of rains. 
Officials said 14 expensive homes were 
threatened. 
The slow movement of earth has al­ 
ready forced the shut-down 
of a huge 
pipeline 
that ca rrie s jet aviation fuel 
to Oakland and San Francisco airports. 
Sewer 
service to some homes was cut 
off. 
Warm rains drenched the S ierra Neva­ 
da up to 9,000 feet and forced most ski 
re so rts 
around Lake Tahoe to close. 
O perators said it was doubtful they would 
be open this weekend. 
Rain-caused 
mudslides 
halted all 
rail traffic across S ierra passes. Num­ 
erous highways across Northern Califor­ 
nia were blocked by mud and rock slides.

arrived,” Seamans said. “ Maybe 
I’m 
overly optim istic,„but I think the 
situation is very favorable at this tim e.” 
Seamans said the South Vietnamese Air 
Force should be able to take over the 
a ir war “ in tim e.” 
Seamans said he agreed with Thieu’s 
prediction that 1970 would bring a turn­ 
ing 
point in the war. “ I am most as­ 
sured,” he said.

Top U.S. Bureau of Prisons officials 
a re considering the enlargem ent of the 
Federal Correctional Institution with the 
addition of as 
many as 350 minimum 
security 
inm ates, 
FCI Warden Frank 
F. Kenton announced yesterday. 


The announcement came shortly after 
the departure 
of three of the nation’s 
top Bureau of Prison 
officials, 
Rich­ 
ard J. Heaney, 
assistant 
director of 
institutional services; David C. Jelinek, 
assistant 
director 
of adm inistrative 
services, and John T. Willingham, asso­ 
ciate com m issioner of Federal Prison 
Industries Inc. 
Kenton said the expansion plans must 
be confirmed by the director of prisons 
in Washington, 
D.C., and that the pro­ 
posals must meet with the approval of 
the Sixth Army, owner of the sprawling 
3,000-acre 
prison 
facility property. 
Under the proposals 
the prisoners 
would be housed in two-story, concrete 
barracks 
originally built for the Army 
and vacant for the last 10 years. An ad­ 
ditional 
structure of 
32,000 square 
feet would be built nearby to house an 
industrial 
building for the manufacture 
of custom furniture. 
Kenton could give no exact timetable 


S. Viet generals 
relieved of duty 


DONG TAM, Vietnam (UPI) - Two 
South 
Vietnamese brigadier generals 
have been relieved of their duties, it was 
disclosed today. They were the first 
ranking officers 
removed from their 
posts since a prom ised Army shakeup 
by President Van Thieu. 
Officials sources said Thieu also re­ 
placed 12 of the republic’s 44 province 
chiefs, a post sim ilar to that of a gov­ 
ernor in the United States and one gen­ 
erally held by professional m ilitary men. 
Thieu reshuffled the province chiefs 
in a drive to elim inate corruption, im­ 
prove adm inistration and Increase the ef­ 
fectiveness of local m ilitia units, the 
sources said. 
Three days after the prom ised shake- 
up, Thieu fired Brig. Gen. Nguyen Than 
Hoang from the command of the Strate­ 
gic 7th South Vietnamese Aimy division 
in the Mekong Delta, whose headquarters 
is a dilapidated form er U.S. m ilitary 
base.

Appeals to the Board of Sup­ 
ervisors to ban backyard burn­ 
ings and other permitted burn­ 
ings in the South Coast region 
of the county continued to pour 
into the Board of Supervisors 
today. 


The appeals are in the form 
of phone calls to county officials 
and letters asking for quick ac­ 
tion to stop burning and halt 
smong - like conditions which 
hang over the South Coastal 
communities each Wednesday 
and Saturday when burning in 
unincorporated areas is per­ 
mitted. 


Typical of the new appeals 
received by the board this week 
are those of Mrs. Ronald G. 
Robertson, of Montecito, wife 
of a dentist, and a Santa Bar­ 
bara physician, Dr. Carl 
H. 
Williams, who resides in Hope 
Ranch Park. 


“Tlie time has come when we 
can no longer afford the lux­ 
ury of polluting the atmosphere 
here two mornings each week,” 
Dr. Williams wrote. He said he 
understood a “ very high per­ 
centage of the total county burn­ 
ing “ perm its” are issued in 
Hope Ranch. “ It is clear that 
the privilege of burning trash 
is abused,” he added, asking for 
complete elimination of “back 
yard burning of trash .” 


Mrs. Robertson said the “ in­ 
creasing yellow haze” Wednes­ 
day and Saturday mornings over 
the South Coast area repre­ 
sents a “ disgrace.” She pointed 
out that those who deplore pol­ 
lution of the channel waters by 
oil companies 
are 
freely 
“ dumping pollutants into the 
a ir.” 


County 
supervisors,

hopeful of getting data from a 
state air pollution survey of the 
county soon. It may arrive next 
week.

Britain delivered to Nigeria 
today the first relief supplies 
permitted from abroad since 
the civil war ended, uncorking 
an international horn-otplenty 
that would provide at least 76 
tons in mercy shipments by 
early next weelf. 
A civilian cargo plane left 
Britain for Lagos shortly after 
midnight with 11 tons of the 
medicines 
and small trucks 
Nigeria says it needs for the 
millions left destitute by the 2 
1-2 year civil war, 
British government officials 
said four more flights of about 
the same tonnage and cargo 
would 
leave 
Monday. 
The 
international committe of the 
Red Cross in Geneva said it 
would fly ton tons of medicine 
to Lagos Monday and 11 tons 
Tuesday. 
Nigeria’s federal government 
has accepted no foreign mercy 
flights 
since 
rebel 
Biafran 
leaders surrendered last Mon­ 
day. It said it had plenty of 
food on hand and needed time 
to 
decide 
just 
what 
was 
necessary 
in 
the 
line 
of 
medicines, equipment and mo­ 
ney. 
Nigeria has dismissed foreign 
claims 
that 
thousands 
and 
perhaps 
millions of Biafran 
refugees are in imminent peril 
of starvation. 
“ The relief problem will be 
overcome this month and the 
situation almost normal within 
three months,” Anthony Enaho 
ro, federal information minis­ 
ter, told newsmen Friday. 
“ There is no immediate need 
for food to be flown in from 
abroad,” he said. “ We are now 
feeding 700,000 people a day” 
with the aid of soldiers and 
about 1,100 relief workers. 
All incoming aid is being 
funneled through N igeria's own 
rehabilitation commission and 
field operations are commanded 
by the Nigerian Red Cross. 
There are, however, foreign 
medical or relief teams in the 
interior and more are enroute, 
with Nigeria’s blessing. 
A report released in Lagos

said

Austrians was in charge of 
dispensing about 40 tons of food

Biafran stronghold that fell last 
weekend.

Force’s newest 
planes, the F ill fighter and the 
C5A jet transport, have been 
grounded because of apparent 
structural weaknesses in the 
wings. 
The 
C5A 
Galaxy, 
largest 
airplane ever built, was ground­ 
ed because 
an 
8-to-10 inch 
crack was found late Friday in 
a wing section of the third of 
the 
giant 
planes 
to 
be 
completed at Marietta, Ga. 


The 223 F111C fighter planes 
built 
so 
far 
already 
were 
grounded 
because 
a 
wing 
section fell off one of the planes 
at 
Nellis 
Air 
Force 
Base 
outside Las Vegas, Nev., last 
month, killing two pilots. 
The Air Force said the 10 
C5A transports so far opera­ 
tional will not be flown until 
after inspections that will take 
several days. 
Whether the C5As will be 
permitted to fly before mea­ 
sures are taken to strengthen 
the wings has not been decided. 
The wing weakness in the 
C5A already had been discov­ 
ered in static (non flying)tests. 
The No. 3 operational model 
was in the Lockheed plant for 
“ retrofitting” when the crack 
was discovered. It had made 84 
flights 
and 
had 
logged 297 
hours. A ‘retrofit’ is described 
as “ a simple aluminum brace 
which reinforces 11 points on 
the wing at places where major 
wing sections join.” 
The weakness, which first 
showed up in severe tests, had 
not been considered sufficiently 
severe to ground all of the 10 
planes completed so far. 
The Galaxy, almost as long 
as a football field, is capable of 
carrying 22QP00 pounds-or 375 
fully armed troops - a distance 
of more than 3,000 miles. It is

inches long, 
compared with a Boeing 747’s 
length of 231 feet 4 inches.

Flood files 
suit against 
baseball 


NEW 
YORK 
(U PI)—Curt 
Flood has taken another step in 
a process which may rock the 
foundations of organized base­ 
ball. 
Flood, who was traded from 
St. Louis to Philadelphia during 
the off-season, filed a suit in 
U.S. District Court in New York 
Friday against Bowie Kuhn, the 
commissioner of baseball, both 
major leagues and all 24 clubs. 
Flood, who played for the 
Cardinals since 1958, filed a 
million dollar suit to obtain a 
temporary injunction guaran­

After almost three years, the squandering of $1 billion des­ 
perately needed elsewhere and more than a 
million deaths 
— there is no hope of ever coming even close to an accurate 
count of the victims — the shooting may have ended but not the 
agony of Biafra. Nor of Africa. 
The efforts under way in the United States and other coun­ 
tries to rush food and medical supplies to the devastated re­ 
gion to prevent the aftermath of Nigeria’s civil bloodletting 
from becoming an even greater disaster than the war itself 
are perhaps an expression of guilt as well as of compassion. 
The crit icism has been considerable, in this country and else­ 
where, of the larger powers for permitting this war to continue, 
or at least to continue so long in the fashion that it did—as 
an assault by weapons and starvation against an entire people. 
At this point, the question of whether intervention to halt 
the war Oi at least itsgenocidal aspects would have been either 
possible or effective is academic. And it may be that Britain’s 
active but controversial support of the Nigerian federal govern­ 
ment will yet pay off in holding the regime to its guarantees 
of no r v* isals. 
Yet the world — or much of the western world, at least — 
has BiVra on its conscience, and rightly so. Unfortunately, 
the Biafran tragedy is not the last we are likely to see as 
Africa struggles for a future identity out of a present confu­ 
sion an 1 turbulence that the West has done much to create. 


The Nigerian war sprang from the animosities of different 
peoples living within boundaries drawn not by themselves but 
by a 
oneume colonial power. This is the story of most of 
Africa today. The nations that have reached independence in 
recent years are for the most part not natural tribal and geo­ 
graphical entities but the too-often unnatural results of Euro­ 
pean empire building. 
The divisiveness that threatened Nigeria with disintegra­ 
tion is at work elsewhere. Before Biafra there was Katanga. 
In Sudan, the black south is pitted against the dominant Arab 
north. In Chad, to the north of Nigeria, a quiet civil war has 
been going on, with France shouldering much of the military 
burden for its client government. 
The Biafran effort aroused much admiration and support 
abroad. The role of the plucky underdog fighting for self- 
determination is a popular one, if not always profitable. 
But if the defeat is an immediate tragedy, it is probably 
for Africa’s best in the long run. 
The boundaries inherited from departed colonial powers will 
certainly in time be modified as Africa writes its own story. 
But hopefully, this will be in the direction of larger groupings 
dictated by political and economic practicalities. 
Self-determination carried to the extreme becomes frag­ 
mentation. Africa’s future will not be served by disintegra­ 
tion into a mass of feuding tribes.

Our experience has convinced us that 
if the youth of our community is an ex­ 
ample of the younger generation, we have 
nothing to fear in leaving the world in 
their capable hands.

There are 
many young people of whom we can be 
very proud. And judging from the way 
those teen-agers rallied ’round you and 
your family, I would say that your son 
was surely one of them.

World Report by Henry J. Taylor 
Quiet resolution 


The Nixon Administration has quietly 
introduced a United Nations resolution. 
It has in mind a better world order, a 
more workable U.N. and, blessings be, 
better protection for the American tax­ 
payers. 
The resolution calls for limitations on 
membership by small and impoverished 
countries. 
Behind the scenes, 
it has been a hard 
and proper try — a 
project about as easy 
as going into a re­ 
frigerator to check 
that the light goes 
out. But the Afro- 
Asian 
bloc 
in the 
U.N. 
met 
the try 
with a slab of cyni­ 
cal silence, referred 
the proposal to the 15 Security Council 
members as a comm it.1 ee “for study” 
and sunk it via the agenda like a cannon 
ball in a tub of butter. 
The U.N. Security Council first met 
in London January 16, 1946. This is its 
25th anniversary. And the agenda in which 
the Nixon resolution is sunk still lists 
the first piece of business ever encoun­ 
tered by the Council. 
This was Iran’s protest (January 25, 
1946) against the presence of Soviet 
troops in the country. It remains with 81 
other items on the agenda because for 
24 years the Security Council has failed 
to pass a resolution ending the discus­ 
sion. 
The Council ended its 20th year (1966) 
with 10 more agenda items than when it 
started and added three last year, in­ 
cluding the Nixon try. Meanwhile, the 
Israeli - Arab conflict has taken 
up 
341 of the 1,526 meetings of the Secur­ 
ity Council. The conflict is still going 
strong. So is the yackety - yaekety-yack 
— at the American taxpayers’ expense. 
On January 16, 1939, the United Na­ 
tions had 54 members. Forty-eightwere 
European nations or Latin - American 
countries with European 
- American 
traditions. On Jajuary 16, 1962, the U.N. 
had 111 members. The Afro - Asians 
had 54 votes. These 54 countries thus 
reached the point where their weight was 
greater than all other nations combined. 
Today the U.N. has 126 member coun­ 
tries. So absurd are admittance require­ 
ments that, of the more than 100 so- 
called underdeveloped countries admit­ 
ted, 65 have fewer than five million 
people 
and only six 8 Argentina, Bra­ 
zil, India, Indonesia, Mexico and Pak­ 
istan — have a total annual income 
greater than the State of Connecticut. 
In fact, the absurdity which the Nixon 
resolution attacks has gone so far that a 
two-thirds majority can be achieved in the 
U.N. 
General 
Assembly by “nations” 
with less than 10 per cent of the world’s 
population and who contribute altogeth­ 
er less than 5 per cent of the U.N.’s 
assessed budget. For each one, of course, 
has a vote which weighs as heavily as 
that of the United States. 
As one result, these “nations” intro­ 
duced in the opening of the last General 
Assembly 61 proposals for money to go 
to themselves — the bill to be footed by 
the United States. And the Afro - Asian 
bloc has virtually seized control of the 
World Health Organization by voting to 
change its constitution. 
Thanks to their numbers, giving these 
“nations” their votes, they raid our U.S. 
Treasury like Mongols with a sort of spe­ 
cial zeal which is inborn and absolutely 
unquenchable. We American taxpayers 
with 
our one country and one vote pay 
approximately one • third of the U.N.’s 
regular budget and about 70 per cent 
of its spending over - all. 
Actually this lias gone so far that it’s 
illegal. At its formation the U.N. put a 
60 per cent limit beyond which no one 
nation could be Mr. Moneybags. But who 
would know it? 


A full 77 of the U.N. member coun­ 
tries have not even paid their own bills. 
Some of their debts date back to 1958. 
This, of course, is why the organiza- 
t ion is bankrupt. T he A me rican taxpaye rs 
make up the difference while the U.N. 
debtors sink the subject in the agenda 
along with the 81 other items. 
This is costly to our authority in the 
world and, therefore, to peace. Nothing 
is so dangerous to American security as 
to permit others to believe that we arc 
aa A isy mark for anything. 


We are conscious of our responsibili­ 
ties to the world organization and fer­ 
vently pray that it may still somehow 
succeed on its intended mission. But 
is the world organization conscious of its 
obligation to us? 
U.S. Ambassador to the U.N. Charles 
W. Yost should bring the U.S. resolu­ 
tion out Into the open and battle for it 
at the top of his American voice on the 
floor of the General Assembly.

This reporter has had extensive con­ 
versations recently with young people in­ 
volved in constructive efforts to improve 
this society. What stuns them is the se­ 
vere limit within which the “turned- 
off” militants operate mentally. 
These involved young folk have nearly 
as bad a gap with the self-limiting types 
as is celebrated by the phrase, “genera­ 
tion gap.” 
They find no way to argue or per­ 
suade or impart fresh knowledge to the 
young cultists. The latter cling fanatic­ 
ally to their shallow, one-sided view of 
America and the world, rejecting history, 
rejecting even current experience which 
does not fit their little religion. 
One of their vogue words, of course, 
is “ relevance.” A more foolish notion 
was never introduced into the educa­ 
tional realm. As author Irving Kristol 
privately pointed out, the cultists keep 
redefining “ relevance” almost daily. 
Right now, it rules out virtually every­ 
thing that happened before 1960. 
An earnest, bright young lawyer who 
has tried to talk to young militants 
about sensible means of improving Amer­ 
ican political life says he quickly loses 
them. He told me: 
“ I will be discussing some prospec­ 
tive reform, when one of them will say: 
‘You’re talking about the Republican Con­ 
vention,’ the words are uttered as if 
there were never going to be another 
Republican 
convention, 
because they 
have decided that society must change 
radically.” 
What most disturbs this young man 
and others like him is the crippling rig­ 
idity of the cultists’ outlook. They do 
not really think at all. They live by 
placard 
slogans, 
by vogue words and 
ideas, with minds closed to the crowding 
realities which do not fit. 
It is commonly said today that the 
young are more “aware” than their pred> 
ecessors because television has shown 
them clearly what war, poverty, discrim­ 


ination, pollution and other problems are 
like. 
That is all fine as far as it goes, 
but it does not go far enough by a great 
measure. It does not help much for the 
cultists to blame “ society” in the ab­ 
stract, or even to the somewhat more 
specific and lay the charge of trans­ 
gression at the door of their immediate 
elders. 
Some adults who seem determined to 
treat with reference almost any utterance 
of the young fall into the cultists’ er­ 
rors and accept the latter’s renunciation 
of the “world their elders built.” 
Did they, now, really? This nation, 
the primer properly says, took a lot 
longer to build than the time the kids’ 
elders have been around. And its faults 
and flaws, as well as its many high 
qualities, are deeply embedded in the his­ 
tory the cultists so furiously reject. 
Those flaws also lie embedded in the 
nature of people, not in the abstrac­ 
tion called society which the cultists 
delight to attack. 
Their call for revolution is really a 
demand for Instant, sweeping revision 
of human behavior. But people are stub­ 
bornly imperfect, and if the young cul­ 
tists took over tomorrow they would 
find they had the same clay to work with. 
Inevitably they will find, too, as reality 
dawns upon them, that they themselves 
suffer the same imperfections which 
give them such pain when seen in others 
on television.

Poet-collector surfaces treasures

SAND DUNE REVELATIONS 
Blow fiercely, desert wind, 
Sift the dune sand well tonight; 
Then tomorrow whisper softly 
Over treasures brought to light 
-Eugene McAllister 


Eugene McAllister is known 
to mose Lompoc citizens as a 
contributing poet to the Record. 
But when he says that “ every 
find is a thrill,” he’s speaking 
about another consuming inter­ 
est — collecting arrowpoints. 
(See photo.) 
Since 
1942, McAllister has 
scoured desert, mountain and 
seashore in quest of “ surface 
finds,” leaving the excavation 
of artifacts to archaeologists. 
With his eyes glued to the 
ground, he claims that “ most 
people think I ’ve lost some­ 
thing." Instead, 
he 
usually 
reaps the rewards of discov­ 
ery. Today, he has 610 speci­ 
mens arranged in various de­ 
signs under Riker specimen 
mounts. Nearly all of these are 
perfect, he declares. 


Happy hunting grounds for the 
retired Monrovia school teach­ 
er have 
ranged from Surf to 
Borrego Valley-Salton Sea, Pt. 
Dume, Yosemite and Amchitka, 
Aleutian Islands. His displays 
have been exhibited in such 
places as the Palm Springs 
Museum, 
the Santa Barbara 
Public Library and at the Des­ 


ert Magazine offices in Palm 
Desert, where one of his arti­ 
cles was published in 1965. 
Small, 
serrated, elongated 
points found in the Borrego Val­ 
ley - Salton Sea area might 
have served Indians as need­ 
les, McAllister surmised. A 
few perfectly shaped arrow­ 
points are curved at the tip, 
“ for shooting around corners 
with, ” joked the collector. 
His first specimen, a small 
bird point, was uncovered in 
the wake of bulldozers gouging a 
back yard in a subdivision at Pt. 
Dume. 
Also included in his collec­ 
tion are spindle whorls for drill­ 
ing, beads, and stone drills, he 
points out. 
But his richest bonanza has 
been the Yosemite area: large 
scrapers 
and four-inch-long 
spear 
points 
chipped from 
gleaming black obsidian, a vol­ 
canic glass, estimated to be 
between 500 and 1500 years old 
according to Carbon 14 tests; 
a 
small clear obsidian bird 
point and others, totaling 382 
mounted specimens. 
These points are Shoshonian 
in origin, evolving into the more 
modern Piute styles, he believ­ 
es. Residing at 608 N. Y St. 
with wife Dorothy, McAllister 
continues to roam throughout 
California, 
focusing on that 
“ ETERNAL VIGIL” : 
Yosemite's granite domes 
are grim, silent sentinels 


with gray, scarred faces; 
all battle-tested veterans 
who stood firm throughout 
an Ice-Age against invading 
glaciers. 
They gaze into infinity with 
just a passing glance at 
the Twentieth Century.

Certainly the most widely- 
known banker of the city by the 
Golden Gate is William Tecum- 
seh Sherman, of “War Is Hell” 
and “ Marching Through Geor­ 
gia” fame. 
The story of what the famous 
general was doing from 1853 to 
1858 
is 
detailed by former 
banker Dwight L. Clarke in 
“William Tecumseh Sherman: 
Gold Rush Banker,” published 
recently by the California His­ 
torical Society and distributed 
by Lane Magazine it BookCom- 
pany of 
Menlo Park, 
Calif. 
($9.95). 
The book is sub-titled ‘The 
Civil War General’s Pre-War 
Career as a Banker in San Fran­ 
cisco” and that is what it tells. 
Clarke, who has pursued his 
hobby of historian since retire­ 
ment, says he was led into the 
fascinating world of Sherman 
and banking through editing the 
journals of Maj. Henry Smith 
Turner. 
It 
seems Sherman wrote 
long, informative letters to Tur­ 
ner in St. Louis while Sherman 
was in San Francisco with Lu­ 
cas, Turner & Co., a bank 
established there in 1853. 
Sherman’s letters dealt most­ 
ly with business affairs but he 
Also included many comments 
of interest today to reconstruct 
life in those Gold Rush days. 
Banking, of course, 
w a s 
inextricably tied up with the 
gold rush 
and Clarke says 
Sherman was “ present when the 
messenger bearing the news of 
Marshall’s discovery brought 
the first specimens of gold to 
Colonel Mason at Monterey.” 
“ With such knowledge of ge­ 
ology as he possessed, Sherman 
had 
scrutinized the nuggets, 
tested one between his teeth 
and proved its malleability with 


a hammer. 
He assured the 
incredulous Mason that this was 
indeed gold,” Clarke says. 
“ He was one of the small 
group who had ridden posthaste 
with the governor to Coloma to 
verify this astounding news. He 
had assisted Mason in writing 
the famous official report about 
Marshall’s find that Lieutenant 
Loeser carried East with the 
specimens to President Polk— 
the bearer of tiding that rocked 
the world and literally ushered 
in a new era in human affairs.”

Many cameras have built-in 
meters. These are often semi­ 
automatic or fully automatic. 
In the case of the latter, you 
simply aim and shoot, and the 
meter sets the speed and the 
aperture for a perfect expos­ 
ure. Well, almost perfect expos­ 
ure. This will work quite well 
for front - lighted subjects, 
but woe to the camera user 
who wants to take a back - 
lighted picture. The results: 
background hopelessly 
over­ 
exposed, and the subject hope­ 
lessly underexposed. 
There is a good reason for 
meters on the camera: they pre­ 
vent the meter from being lost. 
They do, however, tend to take 
the overall reading of light, 
which can be 
misleading at 
times. If you are in the habit 
of forgetting things, then the 
on-camera meter is perhaps the 
best type to own. These meters 
are of the reflected light vari­ 
ety, but, in low-light levels 
where 
incident readings are 
best, totally useless. Even the 
detachable light meters have 
their short - comings. They are 
only for reflected light read­ 
ings and will give inadequate 
readings (sometimes no read­ 
ing) in low • light illumination. 
But if most of the shooting you 
plan to do is going to be eith­ 
er outdoors or in fairly high 


light illumination, then the re­ 
flected meter will work well 
enough for most situations. 
If you decide that you not 
only want to work outdoors but 
other places as well, then your 
thoughts must turn to meters 
that can record all levels of 
light. 
Not only is it cheaper to pur­ 
chase a camera with a meter 
not attached, but also far more 
practical. You can still take 
readings from the same angle 
as the camera, but also (if you 
have a meter that takes both re­ 
flected light and incident read­ 
ings) away from the camera 
as well. 
Light meters are important 
but not essential to good photo­ 
graphy. If you want to purchase 
one, you will have to decide 
among the various types offered 
— 
the 
camera, 
detachable, 
through the lens, reflected read­ 
ing, incident reading, and spot 
meters. Cost, ranging from $5 
toW er $100, may influence your 
choice. Buy one that will ful­ 
fill your present requirements 
and, if possible, in the future. 
Try to purchase a meter that 
can be used for both incident 
and reflected light. Above all, 
be sure Ho get a guarantee. 
Used meters can be initially 
cheaper, but they can turn out 
to be more expensive if they 
are badly in need of repair.

Jones will be up against a 
monster of a man—6-9 Jim 
B e a t t i e , a 260-pound ex­ 
fighter from St. Paul. He’s 
playing the part of Jess Wil­ 
lard (or the c h a r a c t e r 
modeled after Willard) and 
he has fought such men as 
Buster Mathis and Alonzo 
Johnson, so he knows what 
he’s doing.

Turner.” Jones was not one 
of the black group who pro­ 
tested that novel. 
“I thought,” he says, “that 
there was stupidity on both 


sides of that argument. The 
crux of the black objection 
was Nat’s lust a f t e r the 
white woman on the planta­ 
tion. To me, that was a very 
normal behavior pattern. It 
would have been abnormal, 
I think, if he didn’t react in 
that w ay.” 
He’ll do Nat Turner. If 
they don’t like it, maybe by 
then he’ll be able to belt 
them one.

New James Bond Finds Job Too Binding

HOLLYWOOD (NEA) 
I have a feeling George Lazenby’s own story might be 
more exciting than “ On Her Majesty’s Secret Service.” 
And that is the new Jam es Bond vfilm with wall-to-wall 
excitement.

Jam es Bond. There are the 
inevitable comparisons with 
Sean C o n n e r y s t a r i n g 
Lazenby in the face, and 
he knows it.

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Try a blooming border 


In the Eastern United States 
and in England, gardeners plant 
a traditional perennial border, 
and enjoy it during the warm 
months — when the border isn’t 
covered with snow. In Califor­ 
nia, most gardeners can en­ 
joy such a |)1 anting in every sea­ 
son. 
A foundation planting is rela­ 
tively stable, 
requiring little 
more than shaping the perma­ 
nent shrubs. The perennial bor­ 
der differs, in that it is a work­ 
shop for innovations. The bor­ 
der undergoes changes as the 
gardener seeks to achieve his 
goal of year-round interest—or 
color. 
Members 
of the Califor­ 
nia Association 
of Nursery­ 
men agree on many combina­ 
tions of plants as being best for 
the border planting. Beautiful 
results are achieved 
in Cali­ 
fornia by combining annuals, 
perennials, 
shrubs and bulbs. 
The various combinations are 
up to the gardener and offer him 
a chance 
to show a creative 
flair. 
No one flower or shrub should 
dominate the garden border. 
Group plantings 
of certain 
plants can be repeated, if de­ 
sired, to afford continuity. For 
instance, groups of Delphinium 
can be spotted here and there in 
sunny borders for spring and 
summer bloom. A Chinese Mag­ 


nolia can be planted nearby to 
balance the color palette in 
spring. Add to this several 
groups of Daffodils, irregularly 
spaced around the border for an 
even more spectacular spring­ 
time border. 
By selecting material and 
grouping it this way you can 
arrange to have color in each 
section of the border on a year- 
round basis. No one area is 
completely in bloom or com­ 
pletely out at any given time. 
Seasonal color bearers are 
plentiful at C.A.N. nurseries. 
Some, such as Roses, provide 
continual 
garden color. Mar­ 
guerites and other perennials 
are a source of spring-to-sum- 
mer bloom, as are many, many 
heavy - flowering 
annuals. 
Bulbs, both Spring and Summer 
flowering, are majestic border 
beauties. 
Fall? Rely on Dahlias and 
Chrysanthemums — and red- 
berried Pyracanthas for back­ 
ground color. Within the border 
use 
scarlet Japanese Bar­ 
berry and crimson 
Heavenly 
Bamboo. 
Winter color comes from a 
surprising number of sources 
— Camellias and Azaleas, fra­ 
grant 
Daphne, and Flowering 
Quince. Winter also gives us 
Heathers, and a gardenful of 
annuals such as Calendulas and 
Iceland Poppies.

natural generation gap that has

January birthstone 
Gem talk 
By ED GABRIEL 
Certified Gemologist 
Our January birthstone is 
the versatile Garnet, 
found 
in almost every part of the 
world, available in every color 
except blue. It stands for fidel­ 
ity, 
true friendship and con­ 
stancy. 
The deep red varieities, the 
Pyrope and the Almadite, are 
best known among the members 
of the Garnet family. The Py­ 
rope, from the Greek word 
meaning “ firelike,“ has blazed 
most often in the elaborate de­ 
signs of the Victorian era. 
The ancient Talmudlc legend 
referred to the Pyrope Garnet 
as the only light in Noah’s Ark. 
The word Garnet must date back 
to ancient culture, for it is of 
Latin derivation. 
The rarest and most expen­ 
sive of all Garnets, the Deman- 
toid, has so far been discov­ 
ered only in the Ural Moun­ 
tains. 


A handsome stone in shades of 
golden orange and cinnamon 
brown, the Hessonite is known 
as “ the cinnamon stone of Cey­ 
lon,” where it is found. A 
cameo of this stone depicting 
the head of Christ is in the gem 
collection of the American Mu­ 
seum of Natural History. 
The Rhodolite, a Garnet of 
violet hue, came into vogue in 
Greece during the period be­ 
tween the reign of Alexander and 
the conquest of Rome. It was 
popular with gem cutters due to 
the relative ease with which 
it could be cameo-cut. These 
early engravers gave this Gar­ 
net a flat base and a strongly 
convex top. On the broad, arch­ 
ed surface, they made their en­ 
gravings. This form was the

predecessor of the modem cab­ 
ochon (dome shaped cut, usually 
employed for ring stones.

Today 
fine Garnets may be seen in a 
wide variety of jewelry for 
both men and women. Some of 
the present - day pieces set 
with 
Garnets 
include heart- 
shaped pins, bracelets set with 
rows of cabochon - cut stones, 
gem - studded golden charms, 
earings 
in various styles and 
necklaces of illustrious floral 
designs. Popular with men are 
the handsome ring sets, with 
the quiet elegance that blends 
well with matching cuff links and 
tie pins.

CURE FURNITURE'S 
HOLIDAY HANGOVER 


By MR. FIX 


Holidays and the resultant 
indoor entertaining can be 
hard on furniture. So can 
everyday wear and tear. 
No m atter how careful you 
try to be, scratches and 
other marks will start to ap­ 
pear. Getting rid of them is 
a m atter of knowing the 
right remedy for the particu­ 
lar ailment. 
Scratches and nicks can 
be the most annoying and 
they require care and pa- 
* tience in repairing. Some­ 
times the scratch is so light 
that it will vanish if rubbed 
with a cloth dampened with 
furniture polish to which you 
have added a few drops of 
rubbing alcohol. 
A fine scratch that just 
barely breaks the surface 
can be repaired by softening 
the finish so that it flows to­ 
gether over the scratch. This 
requires a steady hand. With 
a fine brush trace over the 
scratch with alcohol for shel­ 
lac, turpentine for varnish, 
lacquer thinner for lacquer. 
Scratches that get into the 
bare wood are deep enough 
to need filling. Use a shellac 
stick which you can buy in 
matching shades. Sometimes 
rubbing across the scratch 
will do it. More often you 
will have to melt the stick 
and build up the batch in 
layers. Rub down and polish 
with pumice. If the patch 


shows, stroke on a matching 
oil stain with a soft brush. 
Actual 
holes 
should 
be 
cleaned out with a knife to 
remove 
fragments, 
partly 
filled with plastic wood and 
then — when dry — treated 
with a shellac stick. 
A hot object placed on a 
varnished surface will leave 
a milky mark. A gentle rub­ 
bing with spirits of camphor 
will generally remove the of­ 
fending spot. Polish when 
dry. 
Wet glasses will l e a v e 
white rings. Try a mixture 
of olive oil and white vine­ 
gar in equal parts. Rub with 
the grain. 
Cream wax will clean up 
most spots left by cosmetics, 
ink, wax and milk. Give the 
spot a vigorous rubbing in 
the direction of the grain. 
Paper that has become 
damp and then stuck to the 
furniture (or was under a 
hot object) should not be 
scraped off. Soften by cover­ 
ing with olive oil. Allow it to 
soak and then rub off. 
A t a b l e t o p burn that 
doesn't go right through can 
be eliminated with silver 
polish. Rub carefully, keep­ 
ing the polish away from the 
adjoining surface. Wipe dry 
and then polish or wax as 
you usually would.
